A couple of months ago a reader wrote me a letter to the 
Editor. He complained about some of these problems. 
Then he asked if buying a computer is really worth the 
trouble. I have received many, many letlcrs answering 
this gentleman's question. Almost nil the letter ,ue from 
locksmiths who went through a lot of trouble in gelting 
their machines and setting the system up. 

But most of these Locksmiths have said thai they would 
not want to be without those same machines even for a 
day, I know what they are talking about, This Comment- 
ary was written on a computerized word processor. Until 
about six months ago, I was using my favorite IBM 
Selectrie typewriter, It took me a few weeks to get 
accustomed to this new machine. However, it has really 
paid iyi'\\ and 1 wouldn't go back to the typewriter for 
anything. 

Research your needs carefully. Talk to your fellow 
locksmiths. Shop around. And your first job is to learn 
about the software already available to you, Decide 
which programs would help your hu sin ess. That will 
make your decisions easier. Most locksmiths seem to love 
them. 1 hope that will make your decision easier.

This Tech n ill p is for a good way to 
put some of those old rechargeable drill 
motors, thai will no longer take a 
charge, back in service. I had a couple 
of the older rechargeable 3 A" drills lay- 
in.; 1 . ;m i iu i id 1 lu: shop, waiting for the 
ne\t major house cleaning, and a need 
for a bench drill in the van. Neither drill 
would accept a charge, but lhe motors 
were still in good shape, so 1 decided 
there was nothing to lose in trying to 
run them on a little higher voltage. 

The batteries were removed and a 
short "female grounding plug" was 
wired in their place, paying careful 
a t 1 e n t i o n t o t li c po Lari ty o 1' L he ct >rd a nd 
battery. The female plug was used to 
prevent accidental connection to a 
( I5VAC line. The grounding plug was 
used strictly to insure that the polarity 
of t lie DC from the truck battery was 
properly connected. A short male 
adapter plug was made, to allow the 
drill to be connected lo an automotive 
battery, as shown in illus Ira lion four.

ter. The "Big Ruck>" pin kit shown in 
photograph seven was made from scrap 
materials, with the only real cost being 
the plexiglass sliding top. I he pin kit

shown measures 3 /k" * W * 14!^* and 
hn$ J26 holes. The 54' hole* wers 
drilled I* on center, to leave a %* mar- 
gin between them. This space is used to 
label the pin corn pari ments for ihe pin 
length. Drill the holes on a drill press, 
lo accurately gauge ihe depth. A 14" 
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groove, cut into the wood rail around 
(he edge of the pin kit allows the flexi- 
glass lop to slide over and s.L-a.1 the pin 

compartments. 

The first advantage of this pin kit is 
that it can be built up as you need it. 
Label all pin compartments, but only 
stock the pins you use. The second 
advantage is that the clear top lets ynu 
sec at a glance when you are getting low 
on pins. Because of close quarter* in 
some trucks, I think that the slide-out 
removable top Is a little better than the 
standard hinged top. This tip is ideal 
for mini kits, s-ct up to service only one 
brand of lock. 



Use plywood for the kit to avoid 
warping, and carefully sand and finish 
the inside of the holes smooth.

type. It's generally easier to remove a 
small panel on the inside of the trunk 
area than to remove a door panel, hm 
on the Geo Storing the trunk presented 
another problem. After the manufac- 
turer installed the trunk lock they in- 
stalled a long plastic slrip that blends 
with the tail lights. (See phattt^raph .?.) 
That made us decide that removing the 
door panel would probably be I lie 
easiest.

If it wants to 
hold onto the door in any area, you'll 
kind that there'* probably a nol her screw 
that Is been concealed. Search ihat area 
until it's found find remove it. 

Now that t fie panel has been removed, 
youll notice what I was referring to 
when I was idling you about the link- 
age crisscrossing. (See photograph 5.) 
Remove the lock from the door and 
take it to your l ruck or bench and make 
;.i key.

This 
allows a locksmith to slide a blank into 
I he lock and simply begin progressively 
deepening eaeh position until Ihc cy- 
linder becomes symmetrical, The key 
will turn the cylinder without any flaw*.

His (her) 
way, til. v way ;md the right way. [ have 
read a number of account detailing 
the "fastest," "easiest," "best," 
"recommended," and "only** way lo 
make a key for the Ford Probe and 
Mazda autos which employ [ho dread cd 
"SL-10" ignition lock. I hsuliTt realized 
thai the lock wa* any harder Than any 
other io make a key lor. After alL I read 
the cylinder and make a key without 
disassembling the lock at all. 

For now, well assume that a mechanic 
or re possessor has "trashed." 1 jerked," 
"snatched," or flammed" (he ignition 



lock in the name of expedience, cost 
effectiveness, or ignorance, and the 
customer has requested that the lock he 
restored to its intended function, 

(Three foreign autos, {hat have re- 
quired major pari replacement bream? 
ofiiw effort of reposseswrs. have graced 
my drive in the past week. Cost to fhe 
customers in no ease fell helow $150- 
Give than fa to those, from whose efforts 
we ail profit. If there were no croaks in 
ihe worttt. there wottht he no tock\.) 

][ is in this light, thai I offer a mclhod 
of "recomfoiiiating" the Ford Probe 
and Mazda SL-10 ignition Lock, This 
method has allowed me to recombinatc 
and reblorc the lock to its intended 
function without the need for replace- 



ment parts, 1 have reeombinalcd a 
n u m ber of t hew locks, since t hci r i n I ro- 
duction in 1982, J believe thai they were 
designed, inueb like the Nova/Toyota 
ignition lock cylinders, as a " non- 
repair able" replacement item. The whole 
job should take less than 20 minutes to 
complete. 

Identify the lock, I he Mar.da/Ford 
SL-10 ignition lock is easily identified 
by the embossed "YUHSEUN SL-10" 
on the body of the lock. {See photo- 
graph I.) Earlier M KL" series ignition 
locks were considerably easier to ser- 
vice, sis the lock eylindsr was a separate 
assemble from the column locking 
bracket .The S1--J0 departed from this, 
completely eliminating the cylinder by 
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Mazda/Ford SL-10 ignition \auk

The removal has in 11 
way damaged or distorted ihe rim 
inside the rear of the lock (hat is 
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intended to retain the security plate. 
The plale shown was immedi alely 
sunjiiucned on a flal iron with ei few- 
laps from a two oun.ee hammer. 

Remove the ball, Willi ihe security 
plaic removed, the tiller shall lock bolt 
spring can he removed with a pair of 
t wee i.Kts as shown i n phol ogr a ph sc vc n , 
Alter the spring has been removed, (he 
lock boll retractor shown in photo- 
graph eighi is disengaged from ihe lock 
boll and lifted out. The lock boll will 
drop out of the bracket at this point.

If 
von look closely In the upper kit side of 
the key way, you will set what appears 
to be a "cut-away" brass, wafer in the 
first position of the lock plug. This is 
the plug retainer wafer. It can nlso be 
seen if you look carefully between the 
lock plug face and the face cap imme- 
diately above the key way. 

The briber i it photograph 1 1 indi- 
cates its location, The scriber shown in 
the photograph is a "phono point" 
machinist scribcr. The small points are 
easily replaceable to maintain a new 
"sharp" point. Use an oil stone to 
sharpen and d ress the point '"absolutely 
sharp 44 he fore the next step, This is not 
a job for a dull scratch awl. 

Insert the point into the key way to 
co fit act tb c p I ng retai nu r as c lose t o t he 
offset in the key way as possible. Simply 
apply scratching pressure io the wafer 
and pull it down into the key way to 
release the plug. The plug will slide 
right out of the lock without damage. 

In photograph 12 you can see (he tip 
of the spring arm that applies pressure 
to the key alarm black in the plug to 
extend the plug rel a iner.

This is not exactly "removable core" 
technology, but it isn't impossible either. 
Take your time, and apply "common 
jsCjisie." If you think you have to hjvak it 
to fix it, you've got a conceptual prob- 
lem. Re-think your method. I earn to 
read these locks, Reading will save you 
time and make your efforts more pro- 
fessional and more profitable. It's, also

In the old days., if one said they 
had an AO safe to open, [ was prc^ 
pared io work on a particular type of 
drop safe made in Chicago, 

Now, when I hear that I have a safe 
lo work on wilh an A A ft on the dial. I 
gel nervous. It could be anything from, 
a small steel drop safe to an insulated 
unit, to a money chcsl X-6 made in 
Yugoslavia or even a Die bold unit wills 
t tie A&R name on it. ALL these units are 
well made, and one of the other things 
t hey h a ve in c omiino n is ih at j ( wi 1 1 tak e 
skill and knowledge to get them open. 

Do not gel me wrong, Most of the 
imported safe and small units that I 
have seen are made extremely well. The 
paint jobs and the finishing of the weld 
seams, are outstanding. "I lie money 
chests and more expensive units are 
extraordinary in their craftsmanship- 
There will be a lot of "war sinries" in 
the future about these imported safes. 

The earliest models of these safes 
appeared several years ago on the 
American market. One I remember in 
particular was the Sajtf line of safes. 
This line used the direct drive type of

s.afe lock mechanism where the open- 
ing bar slides into a wheel pack at 
aboul 9 o'clock (he old Mall and 
modem Scnl ry type of safe lock that we 
are all familiar with. Another charac- 
teristic was to have the dial above the 
opening handle, but with a rat her novel 
arrangement of the nice nanism and [he 
wheel pack* ii was still a direct drive 
type safe, 

T he feat u re t b at t hese ear I y sa fes h ad 
in common was the presence of an 
opening hand le with a key luck between 
the handle and the numbered com bina- 
tio n d ia! . One n ced ed the co r rect key io 
be able to dial the combination open. 
These safes were somewhat easy to 
open because you could attach a point- 
er to the handle and do adirect manipu- 
lation. You might have to pick the lock, 
but you could easily manipulate ihe 
unit with pressure readings. 

Another characteristic of these early 
units was thai instead of two wheels 
and a drive wheel, they used three 
wheels and a drive wheel, i feel that this 
made the unit more secure, and made 
the customer think that he was gcttiiui 
a better safe for the money. 

The latest in this line of small safe 
units has kept the three wheels and 
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driver, but haji eliminated the opening 
handle. Instead, they Let the key in the 
key lock act as the opening handle. 
Other than making the unit more sim- 
ple with less parts* this made manipu- 
lating i he unit open in the "tradilional 
way" impossible. 

To put enough pressure on the safe 
drive who si one has to exert a lot of 
pressure on the key. and too much 
pressure will break the key. L know this 
from experience from working on this 
unit. I did try to manipulate this. unit, 
but due to the lack of pressure and the 
wheel shadowing I encountered, I was 
only able to gain one number from 
manipulating. 

The gates are very wide on this lock, 
and the fact that the drive wheel was 
much larger than the other wheels, and 
that the oiher wheels were so out of 
round. 1 had little success in manipulat- 
ing this safe open. I could make excuses 
all day. but with a ba I tery- operated 
drill and a 3/ 16" drill bh h the safe was. 
open in less than five minutes-. {See 
photograph 3.) 

One of my reference books says that 
the way to open these safes is to pry off 
Ihe dial and spindle and the drive wheel 
will fall off, the other wheels will then 
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3 . po n i nfl h o I e jus t he f aw i he fla t^s and 
tail pioc* of the holt. Lock in locked 
position. 

fall off, and the safe will open. They 
make an incorrecl assumption when 
telling you that the drive wheel, is only 
held on by a colter pin. It is* held an hy a 
cotter pin, but is a/jo threaded on the 
end of the dial spindle which screws 
onto the drive wheeL So, not only do 
you have to break the pin. but also 
overcome The threaded part of I he drive 
wheel. I his is war a sin an way to open a 
safe like this if you wanl to repair il. 
Parts are very hard to come by to repair 
these units. 

I drilled in approximately halfway 
between the dial and llie key lock. I 
angled in about 45 degrees toward the 
wheel pack, After penetrating II--:'*, 1 
entered the inner dour mechanism and 
could sec the wheels. (See f?iMtvfiraph 
4.) 1 took the readings, and subtracted 
five number from each ot my nota- 
tions, dialed the combination and the 
safe opened.

I called again, He was impolite. L kept 
my "cool 11 and reminded him that bis 
interest charges were accumulating at 
the rate of 1 1 /*% per month while we 
were growing impatient, He advised 
me that he would pay when lie got 
around to it, I asked when he thought 
that might be. He said, when he had 
time to go through his bills. I suggested 
that it was time he did that very thing. 

Another week went by, l wo, and .still 
no money. I formed the habit of calling 
each Monday morning "Good morn- 
ing; Doctor. This is A-l Lock & Key, 
again. It's, another beautiful Monday, 
but we s^t ill haven't received your check. 
What are our chances, ibis week?" He 
grew increasingly hostile toward my 
efforts. 

Maintaining a cheerful disposition, I 
finally advised him that I sincerely 
hoped he would see fit to bring the 
account current before the next billing 
period. Otherwise, I assured him in a 
pleasant voice, 1 intended to turn the 
matter over to the authorities for 
collection. 

He made some unprintable comments 
and informed me that my repeated call- 
ing had neither endeared me to his 
heart nor advanced my name to the top 
of his list, thai he did not appreciate my 
threatening birn ? and that it would be a 
cold day... etc, 



1 assured him that my words held no 
threats but merely conveyed pertinent 
information regarding impending 
events. After sputtering and spewing, 
he slammed down the telephone* Leav- 
ing me unsure if we would ever receive 
payment on the account. 

His check arrived before the end of 
the week. 

Since that time, he has invested in a 
Local business— whose security needs, 
we have handled for some lime — and 
he- has become the person responsible 
for paying their bills, I don't know how- 
he handles their other accounts > but he 
has never been late with their payment 
to us. 

Any time a customer has not paid a 
bill wdhin thirty days of the initial end- 
of-month statement, I call them. My 
usual approach, at this stage, is to say, 
-i was preparing Losend out statements 
(if it's the end of the month), and 
noticed you have a balance remaining 
on your account..." or "Before adding 
service charges- to your account, this 
month..." (if it's around the 15th) ll ...l 
wanted to be sure there was no problem 
with the work we did for you for the 
purchases you made)." 

'['here arc a number of good reasons 
for doing this. If the customer is merely 
delinquent, this will remind him of the 
merchandise which he purchased or the 
satisfactory job which we performed 
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for him and may prtimpt him to pay the 
hill. On the olhcr hand, perhap?. the 
lock* he boughl in your si ore weren't 
right for the job, and he intends to 

return them or [here is a problem which 
he hasn't told you about which makes 
him unhappy enough to withhold 
payment. 

One i r i i ng is s u re: i I" your cusi o iner is 
dissatisfied, you need to know about it 
as quickly as possible. There's an old 
saying that a satisfied customer tells 
his/her closest friends, bin a dissatis- 
fied customer [ells anyone who will 
listen. Helieve it, 

J re member one customer who had 
priced a Eoek&et b> telephone at a large 
locksmith supply house in San Anion- 
ic and seemed surprised to learn that 
the same item in our small shop was 
several dollars higher, Tie finally justi- 
fied the price difference to himself by 



weighing it against the lime and gaso- 
line required to drive eighty- five miles 

to the city. 

When he cried to insiall the lock, be 
ran into problems. After coming hack 
to our shop for advice. U became 
obvious that he required a special- 
order latch for his particular situation. 
We agreed to order it for him and 
quoted a price which wc thought to be 
a ecu rate- 
When (be latch arrived, several days 
later, it came without the invoice. 
F very thing had been installed before 
an invoice arrived, revealing a price 
increase, The item was two dollars 
more than we had anticipated. After 
calling to advise the man of the differ- 
ence, we mailed a statement to him. 

A month passed, and he did not pay. 
lie had decided we were trying to take 
advantage of him. The more he thought 
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about it, the angrier he became. t'inally. 
he removed every lock. hasp, padlock, 
and dead bolt, everything he had ever 
bought from us. He b rough I them in 
with eve ry key he co u Id 11 n d which bo re 
our imprint. Slamming them onto the 
counter* he demanded credit against 
his bill and a refund of the difference . 
As I here was. no reasoning with the 
man, we politely complied with his 
wishes. 

More than a year passed before we 
received additional business from the 
firm ol which he is a part, but with 
friendly perse vera nee. we finally won 
him hack. 

Bookkeepers ate often caught in the 
middle of bad situations. If you can 
remain friendly but businesslike with 
them while determining the problem 
and dealing with it, you may find that 
they will return the favor when they 
can. 

One lung-time commercial customer 
fell behind with their account. After the 
usual prelimi nary cal Is . wit h n o rest] It s, 
I talked to the bookkeeper. "YouVe 
been a good customer, and Td like to 
work with you on this. Can you send 
me anything at all?" 

She promised to try and admitted 
they were having problems. However, 
we sii!l received no payment. 

The process w=as repealed for several 
more weeks without results, and I 
been nie quite frust rated, A registered 
letter threatening court action would 
he the next step. 

That week, the bookkeeper called to 
ask if we would change l he combina- 
tion on their sale. I told her we'd be 
happy Lo. if they won hi pay cash for the 
work and bring their account current. 
She agreed, saying that she had told her 
boss to expect that. 

It was not until the following week 
thai I learned the business was in 
bankruptcy and had been taken over 
by an ol her company. 

"i felt so bad. "1 he bookkeeper later 
said, "But my hands were tied. I couldn't 
write any checks, and I couldn't tell 
anybody what was going on. Y"ou had 
been so nice, w ben they .said to get I he 
safe combination changed. I jumped al 
the chance to get you your money. I'm 
glad it worked out, 11 So were we. 

That was nearly ihree years ago. I 
understand the matter is still in bank- 
ruptcy court. Had the bookkeeper not 
felt kindly towards us. we might never 
have been paid. 

As fortune would have it, she kept 
her job as bookkeeper for the new 
owners, and we kept a good, paying 
customer. ■ 
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McGunn Safe Opening

McGunn Safe Company of Chicago 
. manufactures many styles of 
safe. Recently J serviced a new McGunn 
unit that had some minor problems. 
This safe was unique because at' the 
glass relocker inside. This, particular 
model was sold and is used quite 
extensively by a major lumber chain 
Located in the mid western part of the 
United States so periodic service is 
necessary. 

Photograph one shows Lhc front 
upper door of this safe. The lower door 
is identical except the top of the safe 
has a chute for dropping in bank bags. 
The handle rcsemb I e.s a bat bro urn lancet 
and can come loose if the alien act

screw comes loose. You'll notice the 
pin Humbler lock in the picture, It picks 
e lock wise and contains four pins and 
has to be opened before retracting the 
holt work. Don't worry though, it picks 
easily. In fact we picked this lock- 
bee a use the key was noL available. 
The chrome handle turns counter- 



clockwise to retract tbc upper and 
lower bolts. The lock is a LaGard 
Group 2 standard three wheel with key 
change capability. This lock has an 
anti-fish shield inside which makes it 
difficult to use car opening tools, 

Photograph two is a shot with the 
inside cover still on . Notice the hole for 
the change key and the lower and upper 
bolls. After removing two screws, the 
internal workings are exposed. (See 
photograph 3.) 

Looking at the inner workings, we 
don't sec the usual bracket holding 
back a spring-powered pin. Instead, a 
piece of common glass is mounted to 
the lock cover screws. 

All good safemen will tell you that

it's a bad idea to have lock cover screws 
doing double duty. The two screws that 
hold down the lock cover are also hold- 
ing a piece of glass with rubber washers 
under the glass to prevent breaking the 
glass, wheel tightening. A cable is on the 
glass that ends up holding buck a 
spring-powered pin. Should an attempt 
be made io punch the dial the glass 
breaks and ihe pin shoots into the 
lower boil work. 

Located between the lock and the 
reloeker is the rear of the outside pin 
lu mbic r 1 ock , } I ei e y o u c an s ec t he ca m 
of the lock slide back a plate thai has a 
pin attached to it which also stops the 
bo It work if not opened. It has no 
relocker attached to it and seems like 
an excellent place lo drill through to 
retract the relocker if it was set off. It is 
better than drilling the door and the 
lock docs cost too much to replace. 

The picture alio shows the loek 
mounted right hand and a small section 
of meial scrap screwed to the lock bolt 
and connected to I he main steel bar 
which prevents the safe handle from 
turning. When the correct combination 
i& dialed and I he bolt ret r acted h the 
horizontally mounted steel bar under 
the Lock in the picture also moves hack 
allowing the person opening the safe to 
turn the outside T- handle counter- 
clockwise to effect an opening. 

The service work under warranty 
that was performed incl tided: re tap- 
ping the dial screws and using a larger 
size to hold it tightly (the threads were 
gone); readjusting ihe dial by giving an 
Coniinu-Dd oft P&Q& S9

The stock number for [he pin kit is 
WE- 1420 and a sec of depth and space 
keys acid plug follower arc included, 
94 The National Locksmith 



The pins are available in packages of 
100 under stock numbers WF -8 553-0 
to WE-8553-9. (The last digit of ibe 
stock number designates the pin Iength- 
cut depth.) With these stock 
numbers, you should have no problems 
li tiding a Weiser pin kit. T remember 
when a free pin kit was included in the 
purchase of two to three cases of dead- 
bolts.

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My first thoughts were thai it is early 
American wrought iron hardware, 
adapted from Hie wood iiocfc deii^n 
from England in the 1600*5 known as 
Banbury locks. Not wanting to get into 
tlic deep pits by guessing, I submitted 
your in for mat ion to A.J. Hoffman 
who in turn consulted with Tom 
Men nesscy , of t he 1 .oc k M u tt u in . about 
the origin ol this piece, Neither of the 
penile men have ever seen this design. 
ho we v c r, ce rl a i n pec n liarit ies m ak e the 
d elect lvc work somewhat easier. 

We are reasonably sure that it isn't 
English. French or German, and it is 
probably of Latin origin, perhaps from 
Spain or Mexico. Of course, it could 
sii]l he early American, made by an 
artificer of metals who Learned the 
trade in his native country. As for 
donating this piece to The Lock Museum 
of America, they would be delighted to 
have it. Many thanks Bill, for letting 
the rest of us see this interesting piece of 
work. OS

I nf or mat i o n 
like this, makes the job of the "Shop 
Talker's" staff much easier. Sargent &. 
GreenJeaf calls this their Enviromental 
Padlock which is made to with stand 
extremes in corrosion, contamination, 
moisture, freezing, physical attack and 
picking. This padlock is an adaptation 
of the AWoy 3000 series with a "IT 
profile key way. 

[lie center of the ease hiHS been built 
lip in the area surronding the cylinder 
to provide more strength against phy- 
sical attack. Your piece is a railroad 
s wi t c h lock , dctc r mi n cd by t he st a m p i n g 
on the side (i.e., SG 02 24), The 02 is the 
code number and also designates the 
type; 24 means that the lock was manu- 
factured in the second quarter cii 1984, 

S&G manufactures several models 
of this padlock. The switch lock has 
three disks, while others have as many 
as five. The key blank is restricted and 
of course a special machine, or an 
adaptor fnr some duplicators, is 
necessary to cut a key. Picking this type 
of lock is virtually impossible although 
it is advertised as pick resistant. 

S&G has made some changes in The 
A b lo y design, most notably [lie fact the 
cylinder is inserted from the tup of the 
case rather than from the bottom and 
the use of varying numbers of disks as 
opposed to the 10 disks used by Abloy. 
Compare this piece to an Abloy and I 
a rn s u re t h at you wi 11 see t h c s i mi tarit ies. 

Although these p ad locks are sold 
direct in large quantities at a bid price, 1 
would £uess that an individual price, il 
it were available, would be in the %5(\ to 
JtiG range.
